ITHIN the circumference of this year there gil! 
W be only two eclipſes, and both of the Sun, and 
happen in the following order: 

The firſt of theſe will fall on IJ hurſday, the 25th of May, 
about half an hour paſt one in the morning; it is a great 
and total eclipſe in the ſouthern parts of America, but 
it is inviſible with us at London, 

The ſecond will be on Saturday, the 17th of Noven. 
ber, at a quarter paſt ten o' clock in the forenoon, but this 
will not be viſible here in England, becauſe of the Moos'; 
latitude being ſouth, and that alſo augmented by her 
parallax of latitude (winch is always the caſe in these 
northern regions) depreſſeth her below the Sur's limb; 
therefore it is only viſible in the remote ſouthern parts of 
the globe. One of theſe eclipſes happeneth bef te the 
Sun's apogæon, and the other after it, is the reaſon (ac. 
cording to the rules of aſtronomy) there will not be any 
eclipſe of the Yoon in this year, 

Mr. H. Andrews, of Royiton, in Herts, who favoured me 
with the calculations of the eclipſes for the two laſt years, tells 
me, he made a miſtake, though an overſight, in the computa- 
tions of the viſible eclipſe of the Moon that happened in De- 
cember 1769, in the duration of it; for the beginning 
thercof ſhould have been 5 minutes 36 ſeconds iater, and 
the end 5 minutes 36 ſeconds ſooner. And, in the account 
of the tranſit of Venus, for Sun's horizontal, Sc read 
Sun's horizontal parallax, Sc. Aſtrology is an excellent 
ſcience, but moil laborious and full of diticulty, as I my- 
ſelf have, in the courſe of my writings, ſufiicieutly expe- 
rienced ; therefore, to afiilt the young ſtudents, and the 

lovers cf the art, I will perform what my preſent weaknels 
is able, and give {ome choice aſtrological aphoritms, which 
have been huddled up in the Latin tongue, but now ap- 
pear in our own language, through the rough ſtroke of 
my Pen.

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2. Diverſe eſtects of the ſtars are drawn forth from the 
ſars, according to the various diſpoſitions of the matter, 
whereof the aſtrologer ought very well to examine the 
ſeveral natures and qualities of the ſubjects receiving. 

Sol and Mars are fiery, the heat of Mars is deſtructive, 
that of the Sun anſwers the vivifying heavenly fire. 

4. The ſuperior planets are molt efficacious, the inferior 
are weak, and vaſtly do ſuffer by the ſuperiors, and receive 
good or ill from them. | 

z. Superior planets, becauſe they moſt reſiſt, do not 
eaſily receive a detriment or aſſiſtance from the inferior 

lanets. ; 

6. The misfortunes proceeding from Saturn or Mars 
are mitigated, if their places are protected by Jupiter, 
being well-diſpoſed and in good aſpett. 

-, When a planet, who is a fortune, is in conjunction 
with an infortune, he allays his malice, ſo that the infor- 
tune docs no hurt. 

g. The fixed ſtars are the moſt efficacious of all in their 
opcrations, for what actions they manifeſt or occaſion are 
Very great, 

g9 | he fixed flars do imitate the nature and action of 
the erraticals or planets, wherefore they transfer their ac- 
ions unto them. 

10. The Moon hath a certain natural mutability, there- 
fore ſhe eafily communicates to us the influence of the 
other ſtars. x 

11. The Moon doth then moſt eſpecially transfer actions 
unto the inferior world, and the influx of the other {lars 
from whom ſhe is ſeparated when ſhe is ſwift in motion, 

12. Three manner of ways the planets are varied and 
changev, by reaſon of their firſt qualities, of their houſes 
and ſignifications. | 

13. Saturn governs contemplation and memory, Mars 
bolaneſs and fortitude, if they want not ſtrength or are 
il-diſpoſed. 

14. Retrograde planets degenerate from their proper 
nature, by that means fortunes are made infortunes, and 


the evil planets far worſe, 
15. Planets do manifeſt greater and worſer evils when 


they are ſtationary than when they are retrograde. 
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16. The reception of planets when they behold one 
another, if they be ſtrong, doth diminiſh the malice 9 
an evil aſpect, and increaſe the goodneſs of a good aſpect. 

17. A planet in an angle, doth effeQually produce his 
effects, but remiſs in cadent houſes. 

18. Be not too confident cither of a ſextile or trine aſpeq 
in violent figns, nor out of thoſe ſigns in which the planet, 
behold one another, yet eſſentially ſuffer. 

19. Conſider what things the planets perform not by 
their aſpects, and obſerve if they do them not by their 
antiſcians, for the antiſcians have power and are to he 
enumerated among aſpects. 

20. It is rare if a planet prove a fortune in the eighth 
or twelfth houſes, by reaſon of the malignancy of thoſe 
houſes. 

21. The qualities of Saturn and Mars are not made 
better by their conjunction, being mixed ſo together, they 
are confounded and hurt very much. 

22, Planets are notably made unfortunate by theſe ac. 
cidents, viz. combuſition, retrogradation, peregrination, 
detriment and fall. 

23. The ſwift and various motions of planets are to 
be conſidered, as alſo their ſlowneſs, becauſe when they 
vary, the accidents of the aſpects do alter. 

24. Saturn ſeldom applies to any planet, by reaſon 
whereof he ſignifies great princes and monarchs. 

25. A partile aſpect comes to paſs within three degrees“ 
difference; a platic aſpect happens by the ſemi-diameter 
of the orbs of the planets. 

26. 'The virtue of a planet 1s in that houſe, whoſe be- 
ginning or cuſp a planet precedes by no greater ſpace than 
theſe degrees. 

27. Underſtand the ſimple qualities of the planets, for 
from thence thou ſhalt know all their mixed ſignifications. 

28. Thoſe houſes, which behold not the aſcendent, ſig- 
nify occult or obſcure places; and thoſe houſes are the 
twelfth, eighth, and fixth 

29. The application of planets ſhow what is to come, 
the ſeparation what is paſt, ſays Betham.

I. Of the Winter Quarter. 


A* a premium to my aſtrological judgment for this year, 
I ſhall begin with the Sun's entrance into the Tropic 
of Capricorn, there being upward of two months of that 
quarter included in this year; therefore the winter quar- 
ter begins on Thurſday, the 21ſt of December, at 22 mi- 
nutes before noon, apparent time; when 25 degrees of 
Sagittarius is on the medium cœli, and 17 degrees of 
Piſces aſcends the eaſtern finitor. In this ingreſs all the 
planets except Saturn are above the earth, ſour of them 
in the ninth, the ſun in the tenth, the moon in the ſeventh. 
There are four planets in Sagittarius, in the domal dig- 
nities of Jupiter. The trade and commerce of the nation 


is xow, conlidering the ſeaſon of the year, in a flouriſhing 
condition, 
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condition. As the Moon applies to the ſquare of Saturn, 
as he is now placed, he will ſtir up ſome trouble. 
ſpirits, who, under the name of religion, will be ready 
to act rebellion. But I expect there will be debates and 
deliberations, with ſome contentions, among diverſe greg: 
ſenators and counſellors of kingdoms and ſtates; ſome ys 
them will, I fear, under the moſt ſpecious pretence: of 
honeſty, very much endeavour to protract the good reſolution; and

not ot the Moon to the ſeveral planers ; we preſume that none 
%, I} will be ſo weak as to expect an abſolnte neceſſity on or 
Acic concerning future accidents, but admit me, as others have 
before, to give my aſtrological conjectures, which have 
for many years been aſſerted with great verities : for Plo- 
tinus was wont to ſay, Ehedus infra lunam pepe omnes a cœlo 
fenificari, all things below the Moon were in a manner 
tully ſignified or diſcovered by the heavens ; and Avicen, 
that was no friend to aſtrology, affirmed, Cælum eft animal 
ebediens, heaven is a creature obedient to God, and fo 
peak a word or two of this ingreſs : the aſpeAs now 
do not look favourable as at the tropical ingreſs they did; 
ſo that it is now to be feared that if thoſe good poſitions 
which did then attend us have not, by this time, happily 
nac ſome good ſucceſs in healing ſome former diſputes and 
differences, Jam afraid this will hardly effect it. As Mars 
doth aMi& the ſeventh houſe, by his proximity, as being 
within 3 degrees of the cuſp thereof, we may reaſonably 
nope the miſchief threatened by him to fall upon our 
enemies ; the Sun and Venus in the ninth, and Jupiter 
in his domal dignities in the fourth, are good poſitions 
in the general, and happily ſecures us from the inſults 
and menaces threatened by thoſe two malevolent planets : 
but in thoſe countries where they fall, it is to be feared 
their calamities will be very great; but I ſhall ſubſcribe to 
) the opinion of that famous mathematician and aſtrologer, 
„ Petrus Pilatus, who, in his Preface to his Diaria, giveth 
| out this learned judgu.cut: Among the' ſorts of future 
| events, 
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events, as the moving of heaven, the rifing and ſetting 
of ſigns, the conjunction of planets, and eclipſes of Sun 
and Moon, and ſuch like, in which points is an infallible 
and indeterminate certainty, in reſpect of moment, and 
all hindrances are removed from them every way, unleſs 
God's predominent will and divine providence ſhall ſta 
them miraculouſly and extraordinarily, which neverthe. 
leſs uſeth ordinary and the natural inſtruments, with 
much more, importing the ſame concluſions, his only ex- 
ception is, unleſs ſecondary cauſes be ſtrangely foreſtalled, 
of the principal and firſt cauſe, which is God The dif. 
eaſes incident to this quarter proceed from a cold cauſe, 
as the megrim, wind, cholic, cold rheums, coughs, pleu- 
riſies, pains in the back, yellow jaundice, and peſtilence 
in many parts of the world; and ſo | conclude my obſer- 
vations with theſe poetical lines : 

Winter adieu, and welcome pleaſant ſpring, 

Wherein the pretty birds do chirp and ling ; 

Among the buds, as if they'd paſs their word, 

Trees thall to them, and us, much fruit afford: 

So joy ful are they now in every field, 

As if they knew they will great plenty yield; 

And may not we, on better grounds then they, 

Caſt all diſtracting fears and cares away. 


III. OF the Summer Quarter. 

HIS begins at ſuch time as the Sun enters the Tropic 

of Cancer, which this year happens on Thurſday, 

the 21ſt of June, at 9 minutes before noon, when 28 
degrees of Gemini is on the medium cœli, and 28 
degrees of Virgo aſcends, Saturn is in the eleventh, Ju- 
Piter in the third, Mars in the eighth, the Moon in the 
ninth, the Sun, Venus, and Mercury in the medium 
cli; thus are the heavens poſited at this ingreſs. Now 
the late oppoſition of the Sun and Jupiter will cauſe 
ſome difference about religious matters : ſome one of the 
long robe degraded, and much under-hand dealing ; but, 
from the poſition of the Sun, Venus, and Mercury in the me- 
dium cli, we conjecture that the ſtate affairs, as to all 
manner of public buſineſs, viz. trade and commerce, are 
now, about this time, in a more flouriſhing condition than 
heretofore, and are like to continue, to the ee and 
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our of the Britiſh nation. The diſeaſes that are like to 
E this quarter will be over-heating of blood, by intem- 


gate ſports and paſti mes, peſtilential fevers, alſo choloric 
itempers, ariſing from putrefaction of blood; which 
rings me to conſider the autumnal quarter. 


Sol now in glory brings the longeſt day,

IV. Of the Autumnal Quarter, 

HICH commences on Sunday, the 23d of September, 

at 15 minutes palt 1 mane, at which time 20 degrees 
of Aries culminates, and 10 degrees of Leo aſcends, ju- 
piter in the fifth and Mars, in oppoſition to him from the 
eleventh 3 the Sun in the third, Venus, Mercury, and the 
Moon in the fourth, Saturn in the alcendent ; the Moon 
haſtening from the body of Venus, and ſquare of Saturn to 
roid of courſe : thus are the heavens poſited at this ingreſs. 
Now from the influences, at this time, we have hopes of ſome 
good approaching; and that there are perſons fitly adapted- 
io bring it to paſs; and Mars doth well denote Saturn 
and Leo in his detriment, and, in the aſcendent, bids Italy 
and Rome beware. It would make a man laugh to ſee a 
cardinal turn proteſtant. It was the devil that firſt taught 
mat doctrine of divide and reign, and now as the dark- 
anthorned ſaints will be at work, conſulting how to under- 
mine the church, forgetting that it is built upon a rock, and 
that the gates of hell ſhall never prevail againſt her; he that 
lets tnem to work will certainly pay them their wages. The 
liſeaſes of this quarter are ſuch as afflict the heart, conſump- 
ton of the inward parts, noiſome vapours, &c. with diſtem- 
pers incident to the knees. And thus I end my obſervations 
for this year with God preſerve our gracious king and queen, 
ind grant them a long and happy reign over theſe realms, and 
ternal happineſs hereafter.
